STRUCK BY UGHTNWC; 


IB PASSENGERS INJURED 


P IT T S B U R G H . Ju ly 22 (jP) —A 
bolt of lightling ripped through 
the roof of a crowded outbound 
streetcar at the peak of the a f­ 
ternoon rush hour today, in ­ 
juring 18 persons, two seriously. 
'The lightning flashed through 
the center of the stream lm ed 
trolley during a heavy thunder 
storm and set fire to one cor­ 
ner. FHjur windows also were 
shattered, showering 
gliiss on 
the pas.sengers. 
The Injured, sufferifig from 
shock, cuts, burns or bruises were 
taken to Mercy* Hospital. 
W itnesses said there was a 
blinding flash as the bolt crash­ 
ed through the trolley and acrid 
smoke filled the interior. M any 
passengers screamed and began 
ru.shing toward the doors. 
The rush did not develop into 
a panic but awlea.st two women 
pH.s.sengers were tram pled in th« 
da.sh to get out.

A brief statem en t by Carroll Reece, chairm an of 
the Republican N ational Com m ittee, to a reporter for 
th e C um berland News, while he waited out a storm 
At the Cum berland M unicipal Airport, has been seized 
upon by S enator M illard E. Tydings as an opening to 
belittle the S enate Rules subcom m ittee conducting 
the exam ination of M aryland ballots in the O'Conor- 
M arkev senatorial election. 
Senator T idings took exceptions to Mr. Reece's

Mr T idings accepted this statem en t as evidence 
th a t Mr. Reece has been given some inside inform a­ 
tion on the course the investigation is taking, and 
w anted to know why “star chamber** m ethods an d 
•Tank p artisan sh ip ” tactics were being ysed. 
Mr. 
T id in g s w ants th e results of each day’s investigation 
m ade public, forgetting, or not knowing, as Senator 
Jenners, chairm an of th e investigating com m ittee 
pointed out, th a t the work so far has been prelim inary 
an d not final, and th a t it is his belief it would be 
m isleading to th e public to let daily results go out, 
fearing the im pression m ight be gained th a t those 
te s u lu were final 
Senator Jenners said fu rth er th a t it Is not h it 
belief th a t any m em ber of th e com m ittee Is giving 
out inform ation on the progress of the vote tabulation. 
but he is not able to prevent lawyers, associated w ith 
th e investigation chi behalf of the contestants, from 
talking. 
Senator Tydings* accusations seem to us to be n o t 
only u n fair but unjust. 
Mr Tydings knows quite well 
th a t w ith a m em ber of his own P arty on th e com ­ 
m ittee it would be impossible for th e Republican m em ­ 
bers to pull any shenanigins favoring Mr. M arkey 
w ithout risking public castigation. 
Mr. Tydings also apparently forgets th a t when

Court Martial Change? 
Armies are as old as history. 
And they have 
helped to change history. 
Wherever political and 
econom ic system s have given way to others, armies 
have been used to hurry the process 
Y et armies 
them selves have been changed little. 
The average American citizen would be bewildered 
ff he had to adjust him self to live under feudalism . 
But foday’s Am erican soldier would need only to 
com plete his basic training to feel pretty much at 
hom e in an ancient arm y. Tactics and strategy would 
be the same. T he gulf between officers and privates 
would still exist Only his tools would be different. 
The House Armed Services ComYnlttee, therefore, 
to tackling a deep-seated tradition when It proposes 
drastic revision of the com bat courts martial system 
of th e n atio n ’s arm ed forces. For that system, in ­ 
herited from au th o ritarian days, is not democratic, 
ft has been severely criticised in both world wars for 
harshness and bald discrim ination.

These charges are not always true. But they always 
f e m from a caste system which in any other setting 
sr lid be called unA m erlcan—a system which does 
provide for extrem es of segregation and discrim ination, 
even when there is no sound m ilitary reason for them .

M

tile sun aud arc aware of its 
powers

benefits.

be treated with respect as its good 
efiects can be matched by its abil­ 
ity to destroy. 
Most individuals rely upon the 
few m onths of summer to’ receive 
Ute ultraviolet quota 
Burning is 
not natural and we should acquire 
a tan gradually during the spring 
when the intensity Is not so great. 
It is normal for the akin to react 
to repeated exposures by turning 
darker in an attem pt to screen out 
the actinic rays. If the bod v s sur­ 
face could talk, it would undoubt­ 
edly say. “Enough is enough/' Con­ 
sequently. it is questionable wheth­ 
er those who are browTi as a berry 
receive any more vitamin D than 
one who exhibits a lighter shade 


Nowadays the young and old. the 
healthy and the sick, are all inter­ 
ested in the relaxation afforded by 
fields, streams, and beaches. Boat­ 
ing. fishing, golf, tennis, bathing. 
and lounging on the sand are popu­ 
lar It has been estimated th at 30 - 
000.000 of our workers indulge in 
some sort of out-of-door activity 
and one quarter of the total are 
burned sufficiently to be incapaci­ 
tated for a t least a day. A review 
of Mona av and Tuesday absentee­ 
ism during June. July, and August 
bears this out 
A mild erythem a leaves the skin 
red arni dry. with a hot. drawn, un­ 
comfortable feeling. It usually dis­ 
appears within 24 to 36 hours and 
is followed by deposits of a variable 
am ount of pigment.

Events justified this precaution, 
for the Secretary of State found
